The Cass County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at 9:00 a.m. in the board room at the courthouse with
members present: Steve Baier chair; Stephen Green, Wendy Richter, Mark O’Brien and Bernard Pettinger. Absent: none.

Baier called the meeting to order at 9:00 a.m.

Green moved, Pettinger second, to adopt the agenda. All ayes. Motion carried.

Richter moved, O’Brien second, to approve the February 14, 2023 minutes. All ayes. Motion carried.

Pettinger moved, second by O’Brien, to approve a Class B Retail Alcohol License for Dollar General in Griswold.
John Thomas, from Hungry Canyons Alliance, gave a report on the types of projects they assist 19 counties in western
lowa with by implementing solutions for the problem of stream channel erosion and degradation as a result of

channelization that took place during the first half of the 1900’s.

Green moved, second by O’Brien, to approve adjusting Operator 1, James Stokley, from probationary to regular full-time
employee status, raising his pay from $22.50 per hour to $23.

County Engineer Trent Wolken reviewed current road and equipment projects.
Supervisor committee reports included Richter on tourism, Baier on Juvenile detention and Green on trails.

The board recessed at 9:56 a.m. for a short break and returned to session at 10:15 to begin a budget discussion/work
session.
